TALES OF OLI) TAVERNS ANI) FOUR HOTTLE MEN 


Doylestown, according to a recent historian in tile Philadel­ 
phia Public Ledger, was built around a tavern. 
There is no particular distinction in this fact. Most Colonial 
villages were. 
Philadelphia's corner stone was a tavern. 
When William Penn landed on his domain the first building! 
he entered was this tavern. 
Here it was that he ate his first meal in the future -City of 
Brotherly Love. 
It was the famous Blue Anchor Inn. 
There was placed on my desk within the last forty-eight 
hours a newspaper clipping. 
It was brown with age. 
It was breaking in the creases where it had been folded de­ 
cades ago. 
An old-time wood cut accompanying it is of the Blue Anchor 
Inn as it stood in 1691, at what is now Front and Dock streets. 
There is a creek in the foreground. 
On the hither side are a group of redskins, arrow sheaths at 
their backs, with bows in their hands. 
On the creek is a boat containing six men in broad-brimmed 
hats. 
Two men in triangular cocked hats and “knickers” are on the 
bank awaiting them. 
The inn, a squatty, widespread building,, has a background 
of forest. 
There is a rude veranda and low, sloping roof. 
I fancy the cut was from an old painting of the landing of 
William Penn. 
The article is a description of pld-time taverns, their names 
and the drinking habits of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen* 
turies here and hereabouts. 
Describing the ancient tavern, the waiter says: 
“Then a jug of spirits, a barrel of ale, half a dozen glasses, 
and pewter pots, a box of clay pipes and a few pounds of tobacco 
constituted the stock of the landlord. 
“In the far-away days a saddle of mutton or a capacious dish 
pf ham and cabbage, flanked by a quart mug of old ale, was a 
Midday meal fit for a sovereign.” 
> -c. Of the famous old inn he writes: 
“Th/t Blua Anchor Tavern for age and distinction has held 
the field against all comers for over 200 years. 
“Originally it was a wooden structure, built by George Guest 
in 1682, and it was here, the house then being unfinished, that 
Penn first broke bread in Philadelphia. 
The “Penny Pot” was the second oldest tavern. 
It stood at the corner of Front and Vine streets. 
The two old houses were favorable located to attract custom. 
At that time the Delaware River front was composed of 
steep bluffs. 
Only at Front and Dock streets and at Front and Vine was 
there a break in the line to afford a landing place for boats. 
The “Penny Pot” took its name from selling its jeer at a 
penny a pot; each pot held about a pint. 
It was a remarkable price, two cents a pot, for drinks inj 
that day. 
Two hundred years ago there were more “speakeasies,” or 
unlicensed saloons, in proportion to the population than there are 
today, or were before prohibition became the law of the land. 
In 1714 the Grand Jury returned true bills against proprie­ 
tors of thirty-five unlicensed taverns. 
Keepers of a number of disorderly houses were prosecuted 
as far back as 1715. 
Hard drinkers and those who would go on “sprees” were 
plentiful. 
The amount of beer and spirits consumed was prodigious, 
judged by the number of taverns. 
In 1744 there were more than IOO saloons in Philadelphia. 
In 1752 there were 120 licensed taverns and 118 wholesale 
houses where rum and spirits were sold by the quart. 
A picturesque feature, according to this writer, was the 
names appropriated by the licensed taverns. Here are a few of 
"them: 
“Ship Aground,” “One Tun,” “Wasp and Frolic,” “The Bell,” 
“Our House,” “Silver Heels,” “Golden Lion 
“Purple and Blue,” Man Full of Trouble,” “Harp and Crown,” 
“Adam and Eve Garden” and “The Four Alls.” 
At vendues, or public sales, it was customary to serve strong 
liquor freely to all who attended. 
It wras a very shrewd practice. 
Men who attended these public auctions and drank freely 
were likely to buy more stuff and bid higher than if they were 
sober. 
Many a fellow “bought himself poor”, as the saying went, at 
these affairs. 
In 1745 the Yearly Meeting of Friends cautioned members 
of the Society against the ‘frequent use of strong liquors.” 
Much as drinking among women is condemned today, it was 
a frequent practice then. 
The Pennsylvania Gazette in 1733 had this to say on the 
subect: 
“It has now become the practice among some otherwise dis­ 
creet women, instead of a draught of beer and toast, or a chunk 
of bread and cheese, or wooden noggin of good porridge and bread, 
our good old custom, or milk and bread boiled, or tea, bread and 
butter, or milk, coffee, etc., they must have their two or three 
drams in the morning, by which as J believe, their appetite for 
wholesome food is taken away, and they no longer have that re­ 
gard for their reputation which good women ought to have.” 
At a later period a visitor to Philadelphia wrote:. 
“It is a wonder how the Philadelphians ever succeeded in I 
shaking off the incubus of drink! 
“They were in a fair way to become a community of sots.” 
Another observer wrote that after dinner lie drank 
bottles of light wine “which went straightway to my head.”
